Solvent Hospitals. 
\The third annual report on the Volun- 
tary Hospitals in Great Britain (excluding 
London) has just been issued, and provides 
some interesting information for Irish 
readers. The chief féature of the report ia 
the fact that most of the British country 
hospitals are paying their way. Details of 
patients were received from 642 voluntary 
institutions, or from 88 per cent. of the 
total number of hospitals, and show that 
last year 2,545,055 individual 
patients were treated at a total] cost of 
£5,275,176. Towards this sum the hospi- 
tals received £4,854,661, with the result 
that their deficit for the year amounted 
to £420,515. The nineteen teaching hospi- 
tals al 2e were responsible for £262,644, 
or nearly 63 per cent. of this deficit ; there. 
fore; the net deficit for 637 ordinary hospi- 
tals was only £156,494. More than half 
the hospitals boast an actual surplus on 
the year’s working, and the report sug- 
gests that, if they are provided with a 
central fund and graded in a proper 
manner, thé percentage of solvent hospitals 
will be still greater next year.
